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PREFACE, 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Essex  County  Council. 

It  is  my  privilege  and  duty  to  present  my  Twenty-fifth  Annual  Report  (thill 
fifty-fourth  to  be  issued)  on  the  health  of  the  Administrative  County  of  Essex  for  thaji 
year  1943.  The  existing  shortage  of  staff  and  war-time  pressure  of  work  are  mainly 
responsible  for  the  delay  in  publishing  and  also  for  the  abridged  condition  of  thill 
Report. 

It  will  be  observed  that  the  main  points  from  the  statistics  are  : — 

(a)  Birth-rate  remained  high  and  actually  increased  from  17.6  to  17.7  whicRij 

is  the  highest  rate  recorded  since  1925. 

( b ) Death-rate  increased  from  10.9  to  11.6.  This  increase  was  mainly  dull 

to  influenza  and  respiratory  conditions  and  could  therefore  be  real 

garded  as  a merely  transient  factor. 

(i)  Cancer  death-rate  increased  from  1.87  to  1.90 
(ii)  Tuberculosis  death-rate  (all  forms)  shows  a slight  decrease— 0.56*  j 

(c)  Infant  Mortality  again  remained  very  low.  There  was  a slight  increase 

from  37  to  38.  ife 

(d)  Maternal  Mortality  increased  from  1.9  to  2.46. 

( e ) Smallpox  has  been  absent  each  year  since  1934.

Notifications  of  Infectious  Disease  which  were  exceptionally  low  in  1942  increase?® 
from  18,581  to  24,744.  Of  this  increase,  Measles  accounted  for  4,231,  Scarlet  Feve  \ 
1,587  and  Pneumonia  665.  The  good  result  of  the  continued  Diphtheria  Immunisatio  » 
Campaign  is  reflected  in  a further  reduction  of  notifications  from  459  to  351,  being  th:  | 
lowest  figure  on  record.

stage  further  by  the  commencement  of  the  Government’s  Scheme  of  Allowances  o 
the  1st  July,  1943.  Its  limitations  have  caused  disappointment  in  some  quarter  > 
but  it  is  recognised  that  provision  of  financial  assistance,  even  for  a restricted  clas,  j 
of  patients,  is  a tremendous  step  forward  in  the  campaign  against  tuberculosis.  Thei  q 
is  every  prospect  that  the  present  limitations  will  be  swept  away  when  opportunittj 
arises  to  consider  the  matter  as  part  of  post-war  planning. 

Another  important  addition  to  the  Scheme  is  the  arrangements  for  Mass-Radi(>  j 
graphy.  One  of  these  plants  has  been  promised  to  Essex  by  the  Ministry  and  at  tl1lk| 
time  of  writing  the  staffing  and  other  arrangements  are  approaching  completio:  i 
One  of  the  advantages  of  this  Scheme  will  be  to  detect  the  disease  at  the  earliet  ii 
possible  stage  but  one  immediate  effect  will  be  to  put  a still  further  strain  on  tl  j 
existing  limited  institutional  accommodation.  The  Council  have  explored  ever! 
channel  to  provide  additional  beds  but  in  spite  of  all  their  efforts  the  waiting  lil  j 
continues  to  become  longer  and  patients  have  to  wait 'far  too  long  before  beds  a : 
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available  for  them.  Accordingly,  steps  are  now  being  taken  to  endeavour  to  increase 
the  number  of  beds  at  the  Broomfield  Court  Hospital,  The  average  number  of  beds 
occupied  during  1943  was  975  which  was  seven  less  than  1942  but  it  should  be  said 
that  many  more  beds  could  have  been  usefully  filled  if  they  had  been  available. 

I am  very  glad  to  report  again  on  a year’s  useful  and  sympathetic  work  by  the 
various  Tuberculosis  After-Care  Associations  in  the  County. 

This  branch  of  the  service  suffered  a great  loss  by  the  death  of  Dr.  W.  Burton 
Wood  in  November,  1943.  Dr.  Burton  Wood  first  became  associated  with  Essex  as 
Tuberculosis  Officer  for  the  Grays  and  Tilbury  area.  In  due  course  in  the  same  area 
he  assumed  the  duties  of  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  thus  widening  his  sphere  of 
activities  to  cover  the  whole  lives  of  the  patients  under  his  care.  In  1935  he  was 
appointed  part-time  Consultant  Physician  for  diseases  of  the  chest.  Special  con- 
sultative clinics  for  Essex  Tuberculosis  Officers  were  conducted  by  him  at  the  Black 
INotley  Hospital,  and  also  the  London  Chest  Hospital,  where  many  difficult  cases  were 
discussed.  He  also  gave  much  of  his  private  time  to  voluntary  work  at  the  London 
[Chest  Hospital  and  he  was  appointed  to  the  Honorary  Medical  Staff  of  that  Hospital. 
His  death  has  left  a great  gap  in  the  health  service  which  it  will  be  difficult  to  fill. 


Venereal  Diseases. 

Table  I on  page  9 records  the  number  of  Essex  patients  dealt  with  under  the 
Treatment  of  Venereal  Diseases  Scheme.  The  number  of  patients  treated  for  the  first 
time  increased  from  1,550  to  2,073  and  the  number  of  attendances  by  Essex  patients 
;from  28,117  to  30,125.  Particulars  are  included  in  this  Report  (see  pages  8 & 10)  of  the 
[action  taken  on  the  103  notifications  under  the  Defence  Regulation  33B.  Great 
pains  were  taken  to  introduce  this  Regulation  so  as  to  cause  the  least  possible  friction. 
At  first  the  visits  were  paid  entirely  by  medical  practitioners  but  later  some  Health 

V 

Visitors  were  also  utilised. 

In  Circular  2834  dated  23rd  July,  1943,  the  Minister  of  Health  urged  the  appoint- 
nent  of  trained  almoners  on  the  staff  of  Venereal  Diseases  Clinics  to  establish  a helpful 
elation  between  the  patient  and  the  clinic  and  also  to  act  as  friendly  adviser.  The 
iiame  “ almoner  ” is  apt  to  give  rise  to  misunderstanding  as  their  duties  have  less 
nd  less  to  do  with  money  and  more  and  more  to  do  with  education  and  advice.  A 
rained  social  worker  for  this  purpose  took  up  duty  in  February,  1944. 

Arising  from  Regulation  33B,  many  new  cases  of  Venereal  Disease  have  been 
raced  and  persuaded  to  obtain  treatment  at  the  nearest  clinic. 

laterally  and  Child  Welfare. 

This  is  one  of  the  most  important  sections  of  the  Public  Health  Department 
nd  continued  progress  was  the  keynote  for  1943.  One  serious  problem,  however, 
ras  failure  to  meet  the  increasing  demand  for  hospital  accommodation  for  maternity 
atients.  Hospitalisation  has  become  general  during  the  last  two  decades  but  no- 
here  has  it  been  more  marked  than  in  respect  to  maternity  accommodation.  There 
much  to  be  said  for  institutional  midwifery  and  there  is  no  cause  for  regret  that  the 
mblic  demand  appears  to  be  increasing  rather  than  diminishing.  The  trouble  is 
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under  existing  conditions  to  provide  this  accommodation.  The  most  obvious  placed o, 
are  at  our  existing  Public  Assistance  Institutions  but  there  are  so  many  other  claim  rj 
for  the  accommodation  that  it  has  hitherto  been  very  difficult  to  provide  many  bed  % 
for  maternity  patients,  with  one  or  two  outstanding  exceptions.  One  is  at  St.  John’  u 
Hospital,  Chelmsford,  where,  at  the  time  of  writing,  the  number  of  confinements  ha.  d 
run  into  four  figures  for  the  preceding  twelve  months. 


The  Public  Health  and  Housing  Committee  have  attempted  to  do  something  b 41 
suggesting  a maternity  unit  of  twenty  beds  at  the  Essex  County  Council  Hospital  a 1 
Wanstead  but  it  remains  to  be  seen  whether  permission  will  be  obtained  during  wait  n 
time  to  provide  this  service. 

The  Ministry  of  Health  have  continued  to  be  responsible  for  the  Emergency  n 
Maternity  Home  at  Writtle  Park. 


Mrs.  Wigan  continues  to  provide  a most  excellent  war-time  service  at  Danbury 
Park  and  the  Council  is  glad  to  assist  her  splendid  work  in  various  ways. 


The  services  of  Mr.  Alan  Brews,  the  part-time  Obstetric  Consultant,  have  con 
tinued  to  prove  invaluable  and  are  in  greater  demand  than  ever. 


The  Welfare  Centres  have  continued  their  excellent  work  with  the  help  of  many 
Local  Voluntary  Committees. 


Once  again  the  best  thanks  of  the  Council  are  due  to  the  Essex  County  Nursin.i  if 
Association  for  their  help  and  co-operation  in  maintaining  this  essential  nursing  ant(  u 
midwifery  service  during  increasingly  difficult  times. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  eleven  War-Time  Day  Nurseries  open  ; on 
at  Loughton  and  one  at  Harlow  having  been  closed  during  the  year  as  they  appear  ec vr 
to  be  no  longer  necessary.  The  Council  have  continued  to  assist  the  Ministry  ir 
respect  to  the  administration  of  various  Residential  Nurseries. 


General  Sanitation. 

In  regard  to  the  General  Health  Section,  every  effort  has  been  made  to  cope  witlrn 
the  milk  supply  and  supervision  of  water  and  rivers.  Excellent  work  has  been  don  o 
by  the  Milk  Special  Sub-Committee  to  keep  the  designated  milk  supply  up  to  th  f 
highest  possible  standard.  The  best  team  work  of  this  Milk  Special  Sub-Committe  h 
has  been  obtained  by  combining  skilled  sanitarians  with  experienced  farmers- a; 
Shortage  of  labour  as  well  as  equipment  on  the  farms  has  been  the  main  stumbling: il 
block  in  getting  consistently  good  results.  I b is  hoped  that  arising  from  the  veterinary  i fij 
supervision  now  carried  out  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  the  livestock  of  the  milllpn 
industry  will  continue  to  improve  and  considering  this  late  stage  of  a terrible  wai  v 
there  is  no  reason  to  be  disappointed. 

When  this  Preface  was  being  written,  news  arrived  of  the  sudden  death  of  Dr  I 
E.  V.  Suckling  who,  from  1938  to  1942,  was  County  Bacteriologist  (part-time)  for  th 
Administrative  County  of  Essex  and  who  has  since  continued  the  work  of  examinin 
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samples  of  water,  sewage,  milk  and  other  foods.  His  death  has  taken  from  Essex  a 
medical  man  and  scientist  of  outstanding  merit,  particularly  in  connection  with  water 
supplies  and  sewage  disposal.  He  is  in  direct  descent  from  my  illustrious  predecessor, 
the  late  Dr.  J.  C.  Thresh,  who,  it  will  be  remembered,  was  succeeded  by  Dr.  Beale 
who  retired  in  1938.  Dr.  Suckling’s  eminent  services  were  eagerly  sought  by  the 
Ministry  of  Health,  Local  Sanitary  Authorities  and  Waterworks  Companies  through- 
out the  country,  and  his  loss  will  be  greatly  felt. 

Laboratory  Service. 

The  comprehensive  and  localised  laboratory  service  has  dealt  with  a record 
number  of  specimens,  the  total  being  70,375.  Much  of  its  success  is  due  to  Professor 
S.  P.  Bedson,  Deputy  Controller  and  late  Sector  Pathologist  to  the  Ministry  of  Health. 
At  the  time  of  writing,  Professor  Bedson  has  returned  to  his  peace-time  professorial 
duties  at  the  London  Hospital,  whose  Medical  Committee  has  agreed  to  allow  the 
Professor  to  act  as  Honorary  Consultant  Pathologist  for  the  Administrative  County 
of  Essex.  It  is  a pleasure  to  put  on  record  the  valuable  services  rendered  by  Professor 
Bedson  and  a comfort  to  know  that  the  County  will  not  entirely  lose  the  benefit  of  his 
services. 

Provision  of  Hospital  Service. 

It  is  unfortunate  that  this  year  I have  been  compelled  to  cut  down  the  report 
upon  this  extensive  service.  A short  account  of  some  of  the  most  important  work 
that  has  been  carried  out  is  given  on  page  17.  It  will  be  seen  that  there  has 
been  a shortage  of  nursing  and  domestic  staffs  which  has  seriously  affected  the  service 

provided. 

Civil  Defence. 

Under  the  heading  of  “ Civil  Defence  ” a short  account  is  given  of  the  Casualty 
Services,  Medical  Best  Centres  and  Best  Homes  provided.  The  lull  in  enemy  air 
activity  continued  during  1943  except  for  one  or  two  sporadic  attacks  for  which  the 
services  provided  proved  adequately  capable  of  meeting  the  needs  of  the  districts 
iffected. 

Conclusion. 

Throughout  the  year  the  confidence  and  support  of  the  Chairmen  and  members 
)f  the  Public  Health  and  Public  Assistance  Committees  have  been  a source  of  strength 
■o  the  staff  in  dealing  with  the  many  and  difficult  problems  which  have  arisen.  I 
im  especially  indebted  to  the  Medical  Officers  of  Health  and  other  Officers  of  the 
meal  Sanitary  Authorities,  and  to  all  the  members  of  the  staff  of  the  County  Public 
health  Department  for  their  co-operation.

NOTIFICATION  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

A summary  of  the  notification  of  infectious  diseases  in  the  various  Sanitary  n 
Districts  during  1943  is  set  out  in  Table  VIII  on  page  32.  The  table  shows  that  24,744  4 
persons  were  notified  to  be  suffering  from  infectious  diseases  as  compared  with  18,581  81 
in  the  year  1942,  the  increase  being  in  Scarlet  Fever  and  Measles. 

Scarlet  Fever. 

The  number  of  cases  notified  was  5,181  in  1943  as  against  3,594  in  1942,  the  numberi  i 
}f  deaths  being  6 and  3 respectively.

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Measles. 

The  year  1943  showed  an  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  notified,  the  figures 
for  1943  and  1942  being  : — 13,670  in  the  year  1943,  as  compared  with  9,439  in  1942. 

Whooping  Cough. 

The  notifications  of  whooping  cough  again  diminished  the  numbers  being  2,412 
in  1943  and  2,563  in  1942. 

Smallpox. 

There  were  again  no  cases  of  Smallpox  notified  during  the  year. 

Diphtheria  Immunisation. 

All  possible  assistance  has  again  been  given  to  local  Sanitary  Authorities  in 
connection  with  Diphtheria  Immunisation — County  Council  premises  and  medical  and 
nursing  staff  being  loaned  in  any  area  where  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  has  desired 
assistance. 

The  propaganda  campaign  has  been  greatly  intensified  in  the  past  year  by  news- 
paper publicity,  film  shows,  distribution  of  Ministry  of  Health  leaflets  and  posters  in 
schools  and  treatment  centres,  etc.,  in  addition  small  posters  were  exhibited  in  a number 
of  public  service  vehicles  in  central  Essex. 

The  number  of  children  being  immunised  continues  to  increase  and  it  is  gratifying 
to  note  that  there  was  a further  decrease  in  the  number  of  cases  of  diphtheria  this 
year — the  total  being  351  as  compared  with  459  in  1942. 

SCABIES. 

The  arrangements  in  force  for  the  year  1942  still  continue,  i.e.,  the  County  Council 
gives  every  assistance  to  Local  Authorities  in  the  way  of  loaning  premises  and  medical 
and  nursing  staff  and,  of  course,  carries  out  the  treatment  of  school  children  and 
infants  under  five  at  the  Council’s  Clinics.  The  use  of  First  Aid  Posts  to  supplement 
the  Treatment  Centres  available,  together  with  the  personnel,  has  been  approved  for 
this  work  and  this  Scheme  is  in  operation  in  many  parts  of  the  county. 

In-patient  treatment  is  provided  at  County  Council  Hospitals  and  Institutions. 

ESSEX  EPIDEMIOLOGICAL  COMMITTEE. 

This  Committee  continued  its  activities  throughout  the  year,  ten  meetings  being 
leld.  Its  Terms  of  Reference  are  to  survey  periodically  the  infectious  diseases  occur- 
dng  in  the  Administrative  County  of  Essex  and  to  consider  what  steps  (if  any)  should  be 
;aken  to  combat  those  diseases.” 

Consideration  was  given  to  a large  variety  of  subjects,  including  infective  hepatitis, 
yphus  fever,  smallpox,  public  water  supplies,  immunisation  against  diphtheria,  treat- 
nent  of  venereal  diseases,  health  education,  scarlet  fever,  typhoid  fever,  skin  infections 
imongst  factory  workers,  residential  nurseries,  plantar  warts,  role  of  hospital  construct- 
ion in  the  prevention  of  cross  infection,  communal  kitchens,  sonne  dysentery,  acute 
heumatism,  german  measles,  undulant  fever  and  influenza. 
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Circulars  were  issued  to  local  Medical  Officers  of  Health  for  distribution  to  general  i 
medical  practitioners  in  regard  to  infective  hepatitis  and  immunisation  against  diph-  i 
theria. 


CANCER.

Under  this  regulation  “ special  practitioners  ” 
at  treatment  centres  are  required  to  transmit  by  means  of  Form  1 to  the  Medical  Officer  s 
of  Health  of  County  or  County  Boroughs  the  name  of  the  contact  from  whom  a patient  ? 
has  contracted  the  disease.

VACCINATION. 

During  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1942  (the  latest  period  for  which  complete 
information  is  available)  the  Vaccination  Officers’  returns  summarised  in  Table  II 
show  that  20,271  births  were  registered.  Of  these,  7,912  were  successfully  vaccinated  e 
and  in  8,320  instances  a statutory  declaration  of  conscientious  objection  was  made. 

Of  the  remaining  4,039  births,  845  removed  to  places  unknown,  1,343  removed  to 
districts  of  other  Vaccination  Officers  who  were  duly  notified.  In  180  cases  vaccin- 
ation was  postponed  by  medical  certificate,  132  proved  insusceptible  to  vaccination 
and  539  died  unvaccinated.  At  the  end  of  the  year,  1,000  births  remained  which  had 
not  been  entered  in  the  vaccination  register  or  temporarily  accounted  for  in  the  report*  i 
book. 

With  regard  to  the  number  of  persons  successfully  vaccinated  and  re-vaccinated 
by  Public  Vaccinators  and  Medical  Officers  of  Poor  Law  Institutions,  the  Clerk  of 
the  County  Council  has  kindly  supplied  the  following  information  for  the  year  ended 
30th  September,  1943.

SEWAGE  WORKS  AND  RIVERS  POLLUTION, 

The  usual  Table  giving  details  of  visits  to,  and  numbers  of  samples  taken  from  tc 
Sewage  Works  is  omitted.  Grand  Totals  are  as  follows  : — No.  of  Visits,  408  ; No.  of 
Samples  taken,  338,  of  which  132  or  39.0  per  cent,  were  unsatisfactory. 

Some  of  the  Sewage  Works  provided  by  Local  Sanitary  Authorities  are  inadequate 
for  the  purpose.  Unfortunately,  nothing  can  be  done  to  improve  or  extend  these  works  L 
until  after  the  war.

Milk  (Special  Designations)  Regulations,  1936/43. 

(a)  Licences.  The  increase  of  bonus  by  the  Milk  Marketing  Board  to  4d.  pernq 
gallon  caused  a marked  increase  in  the  number  of  licences  to  produce  Tuberculin  Tested

All  the  samples  were  submitted  to  the  Methylene 
Blue  Reduction  Test  and  in  specially  selected  cases  the  samples  were  also  examined  for

There  is  a further  improvement, 
3ut  the  pre-war  standard  has  not  yet  been  reached.  Licensees  have  again  taken  advan- 
tage of  the  excellent  advisory  service  provided  by  the  Essex  Agricultural  Education 
iub-Committee. 

biological  Examinations. 

Reports  received  dealt  with  1,087  samples  of  milk  taken  at  designated  and  non- 
lesignated  farms,  central  depots  and  in  course  of  delivery  to  the  consumers.  91  gave 
inconclusive  results,  975  were  free  from  tubercle  bacilli,  and  21  (2.1%)  contained  tubercle 
acilli.  Last  year’s  percentage  was  3.7%  which  was  the  lowest  previously  recorded. 

Every  positive  result  was  followed  up  by  the  Divisional  Inspector  of  the  Ministry 
f Agriculture  and  Fisheries. 

iilk-in-Sehools  Scheme. 

Samples  of  milk  were  obtained  and  examined  as  follows  : —

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(a)  Biological.  275  samples.  18  gave  inconclusive  results,  254  were  free  from 
tubercle  bacilli  and  3 (1.2%)  contained  tubercle  bacilli.  The  last  named  were  followed 
up  by  the  Divisional  Inspector  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries. 

(b)  Bacteriological.  362  samples  were  taken  in  course  of  delivery  to  the  schools. 
91  (25.1%)  failed  to  pass  the  prescribed  tests.  Every  unsatisfactory  case  was  followed  up. , 


National  Milk  Testing  and  Advisory  Service. 


The  primary  objects  of  this  Scheme,  which  was  launched  by  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture  and  Fisheries  in  July,  1942,  are  to  prevent  as  far  as  possible  the  serious  loss 
of  milk  from  souring  which  occurred  during  the  first  two  years  of  the  war  and  to  improve 
the  keeping  quality  of  the  milk. 

In  Circular  2761,  dated  9th  February,  1943,  the  Ministry  of  Health  stated  that  the  n 
scheme  “ does  not  alter  any  requirements  of  the  Food  and 
and  Regulations  thereunder  relating  to  milk.” 


Drugs  Act,  1938,  and  Orders  c -: 


As  the  Scheme  applies  to  all  liquid  milk,  including  designated  milk,  it  was  obvious -a 
that  there  must  be  close  co-operation  between  the  Essex  War  Agricultural  Executive1'^ 
Committee  and  the  Milk  Special  Sub-Committee  of  the  Essex  County  Council.  This  has-ii 
been  secured  in  two  ways,  namely  (a)  by  the  Essex  War  Agricultural  Executive  Com-  i 
mittee  communicating  to  the  County  Council  unsatisfactory  results  obtained  in  the  case  - 
of  producers  of  Tuberculin  Tested  and  Accredited  milk  and  ( b ) by  the  setting  up  of  a i 
Standing  J oint  Committee  consisting  of  three  representatives  of  the  Ministry  of  Agricul-  L 
ture  and  Fisheiies,  three  representatives  of  the  Essex  War  Agricultural  Executive 
Committee  and  three  representatives  of  the  Milk  Special  Sub-Committee  of  the  Essex: d 
County  Council,  with  power  to  co-opt  three  representatives  (Sanitary  Inspectors)  from  i:n 
District  Councils.  The  Terms  of  Reference  for  the  “ Milk  Testing  and  Advisory  Service  go 
Joint  Committee  ” were  “ To  establish  and  maintain  complete  liaison  between  all  j 
Authorities  concerned  in  milk  production  with  special  reference  to  the  operation  of  the 
Quality  Milk  Scheme.” 


Measures  to  Improve  the  quality  of  the  Nation’s  Milk  Supply. 

In  July,  1943,  His  Majesty’s  Government  published  a White  Paper  on  the  kk  Mea-  s 
sures  to  improve  the  quality  of  the  Nation’s  Milk  Supply.”  Para.  13  pointed  out  that  the  d 
responsibility  for  the  conditions  under  which  milk  is  produced  still  remains  withri 
sanitary  authorities  and  also  in  the  case  of  Tuberculin  Tested  and  Accredited  milkill! 
producers  with  County  Councils.  The  standard  of  administration  varies  widely  through-  d 
out  the  country,  but  while  appreciating  difficulties  which  some  of  them  experience  under:  9 
present  circumstances  the  Government  after  very  careful  consideration  have  reached  >s 
the  conclusion  that  no  substantial  general  improvement  can  be  anticipated  so  long  as~s 
the  existing  system  with  its  multiplicity  of  responsible  authorities  is  maintained  ; . 
transfer  of  the  existing  powers  of  local  authorities  to  a central  authority  offers  the  only  1 
satisfactory  solution  of  the  problem.” 

Despite  widespread  opposition  to  this  revolutionary  proposal,  the  Food  anduj 
Drugs  (Milk  and  Dairies)  Act,  1944,  now  gives  the  neceessary  power  to  enable  certain 
functions  of  local  authorities  in  relation  to  the  conditions  under  which  milk  (including:  n 

designated  milks)  is  produced  on  the  farm  to  be  transferred  to  the  Minister  of  Agriculture 
and  Fisheries.

MENTAL  TREATMENT  ACT,  1930. 

The  Consultant  Psychiatric  Clinics  held  by  Dr.  A.  G.  Duncan,  Medical  SuperimH 
tendent  of  Severalls  Mental  Hospital,  Colchester,  at  the  Chelmsford  and  Colchestet 
Hospitals  and  by  Dr.  W.  G.  Masefield,  Medical  Superintendent  of  Brentwood  Mentaij 
Hospital,  at  Oldchurch  County  Hospital,  Romford,  have  continued. 


Dr.  A.  G.  Duncan  reports  that  at  the  Colchester  and  Essex  Hospital  there  were? 
280  attendances  at  the  weekly  clinic  and  124  new  patients  were  seen.  At  th 
Chelmsford  and  Essex  Hospital,  where  the  clinic  is  held  fortnightly,  there  were  144: 
attendances  and  93  new  cases  were  seen.  These  included  cases  seen  at  St.  John’, 
Hospital,  Chelmsford,  which  was  visited  as  required. 
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Dr.  W.  G.  Masefield  reports  as  follows  with  regard  to  the  Clinic  at  Oldchurcl 
County  Hospital  : — 

“ At  the  Out-Patient  Clinic  held  weekly  at  Oldchurch  Hospital,  Romford 
the  number  of  patients  attending  for  diagnosis  and  treatment  is  becoming 
embarrassingly  large.  The  total  attendances  for  1943  were  922,  450  of  which 
were  of  new  patients.  Whilst  all  types  of  mental  illness  are  seen  at  this  Clinic 
'there  is  a steady  increase  in  the  proportion  of  cases  of  Anxiety  Neurosis.  It  ia? 
inevitable  that  at  this  stage  of  the  War  there  should  be  many  difficult  situa-i 
tions  causing  distress  and  uneasiness  especially  in  those  with  predisposition' 
to  mental  instability.  I should  like  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  arrange-1  i 
ments  made  by  Dr.  Miles  for  the  holding  of  this  Clinic.  Dealing  with  sucH  ;; 
large  numbers  of  patients  involves  a considerable  amount  of  work  for  theM 
nursing  staff.  I am  extremely  grateful  also  for  the  continued  help  I receivers 
from  Dr.  Forbes  of  the  County  Medical  Staff  and  during  the  year  I found  thatifB 
it  was  necessary  to  get  further  assistance,  and  Dr.  Robb,  of  this  Hospital 
attends  there  weekly  with  me.” 
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BLIND  PERSONS  ACTS,  1920-1938. 

The  facilities  provided  for  the  certification,  medical  supervision  and  general  care 
of  the  blind  have  continued  under  the  supervision  of  the  Ophthalmic  Specialists.  Tliee 
whole-time  services  of  Miss  L.  H.  Macfarlane,  M.D.,  D.P.H.,  D.O.M.S.,  and  part-time 
services  of  Messrs.  T.  Collyer  Summers,  F.R.C.S. ; E.  J.  Baldwin,  M.B.,  B.Ch.,  D.O.M.S.  ; 
H.  D.  Smart,  M.D.,  B.S. ; S.  G.  Corner,  M.D.,  D.O.M.S. ; and  C.  L.  Gimblett,  M.D., 
F.R.C.S.,  continued  to  be  available,  together  with  the  additional  part-time  services 
of  Mr.  D.  D.  Evans,  M.D.,  D.O.M.S. 

During  the  year  314  persons  were  examined  by  the  Specialists  and  occupational 
training  given  to  35  persons. 


On  31st  March,  1944,  a total  of  2,172  (males  1,011,  females  1,161),  were  on  the 
Blind  Persons  Register.  Of  these  2,120  (males  980,  females  1,140)  are  over  16  years  of 
age.  1,835  are  classified  as  unemployable,  viz.  : males  769,  females  1,066,  and  of  these 
57  are  in  homes  for  the  blind,  37  in  mental  hospitals  and  126  in  Public  Assistance  Insti- 
tutions.

PROVISION  OF  HOSPITAL  SERVICE. 

Hospitals. 

Certain  County  Council  hospitals  and  institutions  continued  to  play  their  part 
in  the  Emergency  Hospital  organisation.  The  St.  Mary’s  Hospital  at  Colchester  was 
withdrawn  from  the  organisation  during  the  year. 

Considerable  progress  was  made  in  connection  with  the  co-ordination  of  all 
hospital  services  (both  Local  Authority  and  Voluntary)  in  the  County. 

Generally,  the  shortage  of  nursing  and  domestic  staff  seriously  affected  the 
[service  provided  at  the  County  Council’s  hospitals.  A local  review  of  wages  and 
service  conditions  was  being  undertaken  when  the  Report  of  the  Hetherington  Com- 
mittee on  Minimum  Rates  of  Wages  and  Conditions  of  Employment  was  published. 
The  recommendations  of  this  Committee  have  been  adopted  by  the  County  Council. 

The  accommodation  for  the  Deep  X-Ray  Therapy  Unit  at  the  Oldchurch  County 
Hospital,  Romford,  was  nearing  completion  at  the  end  of  the  year  and  enquiries  were 
toeing  made  in  conjunction  with  the  London  Hospital  for  the  provision  of  the  necessary 
staff.  At  the  Essex  County  Council  Hospital,  Wanstead,  the  new  Xurses  Training 
(School  and  the  new  Outpatients  Department  were  opened  and  preliminary  steps  were 
toeing  taken  to  provide  accommodation  for  maternity  cases  at  the  hospital.  The 
aospital  will  also  play  an  important  part  in  the  scheme  for  Mass  Miniature  Radio- 
graphy. 

imbulanee  Facilities. 

There  were  signs  during  the  year  that  the  normal  ambulance  arrangements  in  the 
County  were  feeling  the  stress  of  war-time  conditions,  shortage  of  supplies,  etc.  The 
Civil  Defence  Emergency  Ambulance  Organisation  rendered  valuable  assistance  in 
naintaining  a service  in  many  areas. 

NURSING  SERVICES. 

Jivil  Nursing  Reserve. 

On  31st  December,  1943,  there  were  1,203  members  on  the  Essex  Register  of  the 
Civil  Nursing  Reserve  (171  trained  nurses  ; 103  assistant  nurses ; 929  nursing 

uxiliaries).  Together  with  members  on  loan  from  other  areas,  these  members  were 
iving  valuable  assistance  at  Emergency  Hospitals,  First  Aid  Posts  and  in  Reception 
ireas. 

Intensive  courses  of  instruction  continued  as  heretofore  and  thanks  are  due  to 
he  Matron  and  staff  of  the  Goodmayes  Emergency  Hospital  for  undertaking  the  whole 
f this  work  for  the  Local  Emergency  Organisation. 

The  Local  Emergency  Organisation  met  on  three  occasions  during  the  year  under 
-view  and  the  interest  of  the  members  was  well  maintained. 
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General. 

The  year  1943  saw  the  implementation  of  the  first  recommendations  of  the 
(Rushcliffe)  Nurses  Salaries  Committee  and  also  the  placing  on  the  Statute  Book  ojj  a 
the  Nurses  Act.  This  Act  is  of  peculiar  interest  to  Essex  in  that  it  regularises  the 
position  of  Assistant  Nurses,  a scheme  for  whose  training  was  instituted  by  the  Count} 
Council  in  1935. 

The  shortage  of  nursing  staff,  noted  in  last  year’s  report  continued  throughout 
the  year. 

CIVIL  DEFENCE. 

Casualty  Services. 

The  lull  in  enemy  air  activity  was  continued  during  the  year  under  review  except tn 
for  one  or  two  sporadic  attacks.  The  organisation  and  personnel  both  of  the  Casualty}! 
Services  and  the  Emergency  Ambulance  Service  responded  well  whenever  the  need! 
arose.  In  the  quiet  periods  the  personnel  have  as  required  rendered  valuable  assist-  < 
ance  at  Clinics,  to  the  District  Nursing  Service,  etc.

Medical  Rest  Centres  and  Rest  Homes  for  Homeless  Persons. 

To  supplement  the  provision  made  for  infirm  and  homeless  persons  shown  in  thee® 
report  for  the  year  1942,  another  Medical  Rest  Home  was  opened  at  Little  Waltham  t 
Hall,  near  Chelmsford,  with  a State  Registered  Nurse  in  charge.

TUBERCULOSIS. 

Apart  from  implementing  the  Government’s  Scheme  of  Allowances  for  patients 
suffering  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis,  the  County  Scheme  for  the  treatment  of  tuber- 
culosis in  all  its  forms  continued  along  the  well-defined  lines  of  previous  years,  and  with 
the  exception  of  the  inadequacy  of  institutional  accommodation,  would  appear  to  be 
meeting  the  needs  of  the  County. 

The  Scheme  of  Allowances  for  patients  suffering  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis 
commenced  to  operate  in  Essex  on  the  1st  July,  1943.  In  some  quarters  disappoint- 
ment was  felt  because  it  had  not  included  the  chronic  stage  of  the  disease  nor  non- 
pulmonary  tuberculosis,  but  it  was  appreciated  that  the  Minister  of  Health  was  acting 
under  war-time  regulations.  There  can  be  no  doubt  that  much  credit  is  due  to  the 
Government  for  establishing  this  scheme  during  the  war,  and  most  people  will  agree 
that  it  is  one  of  the  biggest  steps  ever  taken  in  the  campaign  against  tuberculosis. 

At  the  end  of  1943,  there  were  452  patients  receiving  the  allowances.  It  is  doubtful 
whether  it  can  be  stated  that  the  Scheme  has  had  an  appreciable  effect  in  persuading 
patients  to  accept  treatment  earlier  than  they  would  have  done  without  the  allowances. 
When  Mass  Miniature  Radiography  is  introduced  it  is  possible  that  certain  patients 
who,  so  far  as  they  are  concerned  personally  are  “ well  and  at  work  ” but  who  as  a result 
of  the  X-ray  photograph  are  recommended  to  cease  work  and  enter  a Sanatorium,  will 
be  persuaded  to  accept  such  treatment  on  learning  of  the  financial  assistance  which  is 
available'for  them.

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centres,  Ante-Natal  Clinics,  etc. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  1943,  there  were  37  Ante-Natal  Clinics,  120  Child  Welfares 
Centres,  17  Weighing  Centres,  6 Toddlers’  Clinics  and  10  Women’s  Welfare  Clinics- 
in  the  County  Welfare  Area.  Two  new  Ante-Natal  Clinics  were  established  during  theJ 
year  at  Upminster  and  Wickford,  Child  Welfare  Centres  at  Downham  and  Mayland, 
and  the  Parkeston  Child  Welfare  Centre  which  had  been  temporarily  closed  since  July, 
1940,  has  been  re-opened.  In  addition,  Weighing  Centres  have  been  opened  at 
Woodham  Walter,  Chrishall,  Salcot,  East  Horndon,  Newport,  Quendon,  Ashdon,  andl 
Henham,  and  a Toddlers’  Clinic  established  at  Writtle. 

Provision  of  Milk  and  Medicaments. 

The  National  Milk  Scheme  continued  to  operate  during  the  year  for  expectant  and 
nursing  mothers  and  children  under  the  age  of  five  years.  The  extension  of  the  schemes 
in  1942  which  included  the  provision  of  Cod  Liver  Oil  to  children  over  two  years  of  age 
and  expectant  mothers,  and  concentrated  Orange  Juice  for  expectant  mothers,  was  also 
continued. 


Home  Helps. 

As  far  as  possible  under  War-time  conditions,  the  Home  Help  Service  under  the  d 
Council  Scheme,  for  undertaking  household  duties  for  mothers  at  the  time  of  confine-  »j 
ment,  has  been  continued  and  during  the  year  220  mothers  were  assisted  in  this  way.  c 
As  a result  of  a circular  issued  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  in  May,  1944,  a scheme  has  been  1 
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brought  into  operation  whereby  Home  Helps  will  be  employed  whole  time,  the  bulk 
of  their  time  being  occupied  as  a Home  Help,  and  when  not  so  employed  being  utilised  on 
similar  domestic  work  in  nearby  War-time  Nurseries,  Clinics,  etc.  With  the  co-operation 
of  the  Ministry  of  Labour  and  National  Service  it  is  hoped  that  more  and  more  suitable 
persons  will  be  undertaking  this  work.

Hospital  Treatment  of  Maternity  Patients. 

The  number  of  patients  desiring  admission  to  Hospital  for  confinement  continues  to 
• increase,  1,671  patients  being  admitted  to  hospitals  and  maternity  homes  under  the 
f Council’s  arrangements  as  compared  with  1,571  for  the  year  1942.  This  does  not  include 
; evacuated  maternity  patients  admitted  to  the  Emergency  Maternity  Home  at  Writtle 
Park  who  numbered  184. 

As  indicated  in  last  year’s  report  the  existing  accommodation  is  still  insufficient 
dthough  a proposal  is  at  present  under  consideration  for  the  establishment  of  a rnater- 
lity  unit  at  Essex  County  Council  Hospital,  Wanstead,  which  will  relieve  the  pressure 
n the  South-Western  portion  of  the  County. 


Teatment  of  Orthopaedic  Patients. 

As  far  as  children  of  school  age  are  concerned,  these  are  dealt  with  in  the  School 
ledical  Officer’s  Annual  Report. 

In  connection  with  children  under  the  age  of  five  years,  the  Orthopaedic  scheme 
as  continued  to  work  satisfactorily.

and  a copy  of  a pamphlet  entitled  “ War  against  Lice.”  In  addition  supplies  of  suitabh  i 
combs  and  a preparation  known  as  Lethane  Hair  Oil  (384  special)  were  made  available  .

(6)  Practising  Midwives.  At  the  end  of  the  year  there  was  a total  of  306  practising 
Midwives  in  the  area  for  which  the  County  Council  is  the  Local  Supervising  Authority. 
The  total  number  of  live  births  and  still  births,  which  occurred  in  1943  in  the  Adminis- 
trative County,  excluding  Barking,  Colchester,  Dagenham,  Ilford,  Leyton  and  W altham- 
stow  Boroughs,  was  13,037  and  of  these  7,945  (60.9  per  cent)  were  attended  by  Midwives 
in  the  capacity  of  Midwife,  and  3,122  (23.9  per  cent.)  as  Maternity  Nurse.

The  County  Council’s  arrangements  with  the  Essex  County  Nursing  Association 
were  continued  in  maintaining  an  adequate  Midwifery  and  District  Nursing  Service, 
Especially  in  the  rural  parts  of  the  County. 

Hostel  for  Mothers  and  Babies. 


This  Hostel  was  opened  on  15th  May,  1943,  for  the  reception  of  mothers  and 
Aabies  after  confinement,  who  may  experience  some  difficulty  in  coping  with  their 
immediate  future.  This  Hostel  has  continued  its  good  work  and  later  in  the  year  the 
Aounty  Council  agreed  to  the  facilities  available  being  extended  to  Autonomous  Welfare 
Authorities.  Up  to  the  end  of  the  year  21  mothers  and  babies  had  been  admitted.

In  a circular  20/44  dated  22nd  March,  1944,  the  Minister  of  Health  makes  certain 
ecommendations  in  regard  to  the  care  of  premature  infants.  Although  at  the  present 
ime  it  is  not  practicable  to  carry  out  all  the  recommendations,  these  will  be  borne  in 
nind  in  post-war  planning,  and  at  the  time  of  going  to  press  arrangements  are  being 
icade  for  the  appointment  of  a Pediatrician.  In  addition  it  is  hoped  to  establish  a 
modified  scheme  of  a temporary  nature  at  Oldchurch  County  Hospital,  Romford,  for 
he  care  of  the  premature  infant,  until  such  time  as  a special  building  and  suitable  equip- 
ment are  available. 


are  of  Illegitimate  Children. 

Ministry  of  Health  Circular  2866,  dated  1st  October,  1943,  calls  the  attention  of 
Welfare  Authorities  to  the  problems  arising  under  war  conditions  in  regard  to  illegiti- 


mate  children.  In  view  of  the  suggestions  contained  in  the  Ministry’s  Circular,  thhn 
County  Council  propose  to  establish  residential  accommodation  for  such  children  apairj-i 
from  their  mothers,  to  make  guaranteed  payments  to  Foster  Mothers  and  to  afforrjt 
financial  assistance  to  the  Chelmsford  Diocesan  Moral  Welfare  Association  in  regarrn 
to  the  work  relating  to  the  care  and  maintenance  of  the  mothers  and  babies.  Wherijj 
desired,  the  scheme  can  be  extended  to  allow  Autonomous  Welfare  Authorities: 
to  participate.
